Pittard said he could conceive 
of no way to provide the expanded 
services Georgia needs other than 
by a sales tax. He favors the 
“gross retail sales tax,” since it 
entails less bother to retailers and 
consumers and will require no 
additional employees in the State 
Revenue Department, he says. 

The newly nominated solon 
urges abolition of the state ad va- 
lorem tax. If this is not done, 
then he wants genuine equaliza- 
tion of valuations under the pres- 
ent plan. 

Provision of equal school fa- 
cilities for Negroes must be con- 
sidered important in view of re-' 
cent rulings of the United States 
Supreme Court, Pittard asserts.

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The British-Soviet Peace Talk 


Too little attention has been paid to the 
British-Russian peace talks regarding 
Korea. 

It would be to Russia’s advantage for 
the fighting to stop while the Communists 
still are winning. American reverses 
have greatly weakened our prestige 
throughout Asia. Even by agreeing to end 
the war and retreat to the thirty-eighth 
parallel the Communists could, and 
would, claim a victory at the expense of 
the United States. 

If, on the other hand, Stalin waits un- 
til this country strengthens its forces in 
Korea and begins the inevitable drive 
against the invaders, Communist prestige 
will suffer. The Kremlin is smart enough 
to know that. 

The British Ambassador to Moscow, Sir 
David Kelly, has conferred with Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
twice within the past week on the possi- 
bility of peace in Korea. That Russia is 
willing to discuss peace is an admission 
she possesses the necessary influence with 
the Communist Korean government to 
stop the fighting and bring the invaders 
out of South Korea at any time she chooses 
to do so. 

Gromyko is acting in the absence of 
Foreign Minister Vishinsky, said by Mos- 
cow to be on vacation but thought by West- 
ern sources to be in Asia appraising the 
situation there. 

The British idea of an acceptable end- 
ing to the Korean war is said to go some- 
thing like this: 

- North Koreans to pull back to the 
o_o parallel after a general cease- 
re. 

North and South Koreans to begin 
talks for reuniting the country, presum- 
ably with the Russians and Americans sit- 
ting in at any conference.

Let’s Let 
The FEPC RIP 


The Senate yesterday disposed of Fair 
Employment Practices legislation when a 
55-to-33 vote on limiting debate killed 
prospects of reviving this phase of Presi- 
dent Truman’s “civil rights” program. 
Sixty-four favorable votes would have 
been required to impose limitation of 
debate. 

Now the Senate can get along to more 
important things, such as prosecution of 
the fighting in Korea and dealing with 
Russian aims elsewhere. 


The FEPC is the most iniquitous of the 
so-called civil rights proposals. It would 
‘ seek to force employers to hire workers 
without regard to race, color or creed— 
or personal choice. The possibilities of 
enforcement reaching into the ridiculous 
are multitudinous. It is doubtful that it 
could be enforced. Even graver is the 
doubt as to its constitutionality, for the 
- employer yet is believed to have some 
rights before the courts. 

There is good reason to believe that 
those who so loudly proclaim themselves 
in favor of the FEPC do so for political 
reasons alone and not by reason of con- 
viction or belief such a law would end 
admitted discriminations. 

At any rate, the Senate’s vote is good 
riddance. It is hoped we will hear no 
more about FEPC until next year’s angling 
for votes gets under way. Let it rest in

The United States to withdraw Naval 
forces from around Formosa. 

Russia to return to full participation 
in the United Nations after the United 
States recognizes the Chinese Communist 
government, allowing the Chinese Com- 
munist government to replace the Nation- 
alists in the UN. 

Whether these terms would be fully 
acceptable to this country is a matter of 
speculation. Certainly there would be de- 
mands for punishment of those guilty of 
perpetrating the atrocities which have 
been committed against our troops cap- 
tured by the Communists. 

Unless Russia is willing to accept the 
Korean conflict as a prelude to all-out ag- 
gression there is a possibility she may ac- 
cept the terms. They would be to her ad- 
vantage. The Chinese Communist gov- 
ernment would be given world recognition. 
Removal of American warships would 
pave the way to Communist invasion of 
Formosa. In any plan for unification of 
Korea, the Communists would stand a 
better-than-even chance for controlling the 
government. : 

Russia thus would be given an oppor- 
tunity of achieving her immediate goals 
in Asia without further fighting and with- 
out stirring this country to full mobiliza- 
tion of its resources. Korea has demon- 
strated that the United States is ready to 
mobilize to put down armed aggression. 
The Kremlin now knows where we stand. 
Stalin and Company may prefer to let 
things cool off a bit before pressing the 
issue at other points. 

If peace does come it will not mean 
any change in ultimate Communist aims. 
It simply will mean the masters of the 
Kremlin are not yet ready for all-out 
war.

several commendable moves in this direc- 
tion. It went on record favoring estab- 
lishment of a University of Georgia Ex- 
tension Center for Negroes at Columbus. It 
also added seven instructors at the Geor- 
gia State College for Negroes at Savannah 
and approved pay raises for five faculty 
members there. An appropriation of more 
than $26,000 was approved for a food proc- 
essing laboratory at Fort Valley State Col- 
lege. The Board also planned to ask bids 
on a $246,000 library at the same institu- 
tion and revealed intentions of building a 
$242,000 dormitory at Albany State Col- 
lege and dormitories costing $466,000 each 


at the Savannah and Fort Valley Negro 
colleges. 

The State is continuing the financing 
of higher education for Negroes through 
the Southern Regional Education plan in 
cases where facilities are not available in 
this State. However, more whites than 
Negroes are being sent to out-of-State in- 
stitutions under this plan. 

It is the State law as well as a require- 
ment of the national Constitution that 
equal educational facilities be offered to 
all. While the Board of Regents obviously 
is trying in good faith to bring about equal- 
ization in the field of higher education, 
there remains an almost overwhelming 
disparity in the secondary schools. It is 
going to take great effort and millions in 
taxes to achieve the goal.

WASHINGTON—It has become fairly clear by now that the “Socialism” issue 
can be manufactured, assembly-line fashion, in wholesale lots, on order and at a 


cost, for propaganda purposes 


One of our great industries, the private electric 


utilities, admits that it is doing just exactly that. It tells you frankly, and the rea-

sons, in a pamphlet—“The Public and You”—prepared by the electric companies’ 
advertising program—ECAP—and distributed to utility managements. This explains 


all the “Socialism” stuff you see and hear in their advertising, printed and over the radio, directed at 
the Government's public power program, which includes proposed extension of the TVA idea to other 


great river basins. 
Let’s begin at the beginning with the problem 


posed for the utilities in the fascinating continued | 


story presented by ECAP based on a series of 
polls by Opinion Research Corporation. 


The problem is that a majority of people 
in the country approve TVA and its extension 
elsewhere. The polls show that 63 percent 
of the people favored TVA in 1949, a drop 
from 67 percent in 1947. While only 10 per- 
cent disapproved as compared with eight in 
1947, and 27 percent had no opinion as con- 
trasted with 25 in 1947. 


A breakdown by categories is even more sig- 
nificant, showing that 65 percent of upper-in- 
come people approve TVA, with 16 against, oth- 
ers no opinion; Republicans, 55 percent approv- 
ing, 17 against; editors and educators, 83 per- 
cent approving, 7 disapproving; “free enter- 
prises,” 53 percent for, 23 against. 


“This is a shocker,” the ECAP pamphlet 
comments. “Sixty-three percent of the people 
approve TVA. Are they Socialists? ‘Liberals’? 
Fuzzy thinkers? Low-income folks? Apparently 
not. . .*, These are people who read and get 
around and think, and supposedly recognize a 
fact when they see it. This chart gives very 
strong evidence that private industry’s side of 
the TVA story has been buried in the rubble 
‘of bureaucratic propaganda.” 


While the polls show 63 percent also approve 
TVA extension in other parts of the country, 
with 15 against, and 22 with no opinion, ECAP 
takes hope from the fact that, as for setting up 
TVA's in the part of the country where the per- 
son resides, the percentages are 43 percent for, 
39 against and 18 with no opinion. This, it says, 
shows that “most of them seem to think it is a 
noble experiment to raise the standard of living

For 45 percent of utility em- 
ployees are for TVA, another poll discloses, with 
40 percent disapproving, and 15 percent with no 
opinion.

A Tax on Philanthropy 


WASHINGTON—It’s getting so a fellow can’t even give his money away 
without Uncle grabbing a piece of it first. According to Clarence Schock, there ought 
to be a law. He is a little billiken of a man, in his eighties, white of hair, pink 
of cheek, and wearing, solidly attached to the hard-boiled bosom of his shirt, the 
gold-plated battery case of his hearing aid. He’s also the leading philanthropist 


of Lancaster County, Pa., but he is modest about this. 
money if the Treasury weren’t first in line with its hand out. 


He could do more with his 
Back at the turn of the century he 


went into the oil business; by 1942 he found himself sole owner of three corporations worth $1,500,000. 


He was tired of earning money for money’s 
sake. Anyhow, he had an idea: If more money 
were spent teaching the kids of his neighbors, 
they'd be better citizens when they grew up. 

( 


With that in mifd, he told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, he organized the Sice Cor- 
poration, a nonprofit firm with himself as 
nonpaid president. This corporation bought 
from him his three oil companies for $1,000,- 
000—real bargain, he said—and contracted to 
pay him in 22 annual and interest-free in- 
stallments. 

The Sico Corporation took over the oil busi- 
ness and it boomed. Every cent the firm earned, 
its elderly president paid to the Lancaster coun- 
ty schools to hire more teachers and install better 
equipment. So far he’s paid out $316,743. 

Shock figured that since his corporation was 
taxing itself 100 percent for the benefit of school- 
children, Uncle Sam could claim no share, The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue agreed for the first 
six years, but, in 1948, it changed its mind and 
started taxing the Sico Corporation like any 
other business. , 

So, he roared, what happens? ‘The Govern- 
ment takes 40 percent of the money he'd earned 
for the children. If he’s to give his money away, 
he added, it seems to him he ought to have the 
right to choose between his county’s youngsters 
and the tax collector down in Washington. 


The Senators were amazed. They never had 


heard of a corporation exactly like this. No, 
Schock replied to numerous questions, he was 
strictly honest about his desire to further the 
public schools of Lancaster county. No member 
of his family received a cent from the Sico Cor- 
poration. 

“But you do get $44,000 a year in payments 
for the old firms?” queried Sen. Robert A. Taft, 
Republican, Ohio. 

He did that, replied Schock, but he could prove 
that he lost $500,000 on the deal. “My hands are 
clean,” he said, “and I am sincere.” 

He produced the latest annual report of the 
Sico Corporation, which showed a profit for 1949 
of $49,619 paid to the schools; it would have been 
more except for that pesky tax collector. The 
report explained that a total of $25,241 over fhe 
years paid to the Mt. Joy township was to trans- 
form what he called the beauties of Little Chickies 
Creek.

The Sico Corporation considers this 
a good investment, and invites everybody in 
Lancaster county, adult as well as child, to 
drop by for a cooling dip.

Yet, when 
a fellow like Ray Richards, of International News Service, is killed, 
you think of the other writers who have died in action and you 
realize with a start that they were always mild, peaceful, sedentary 
types. : : 
The stage and, to some extent, Hollywood, has given the public 
a warped notion of what is a war correspondent. Fact and fiction 
have, too, for men like Richard Harding Davis and Floyd Gibbons 
were spectacular daredevils who, through personal courage, un- 
limited expense accounts, unfettered mobility and luck, managed 
to get where the story was hottest and make the most of it. 


Exceptions eg those fire-breathers were exceptions. So are 

e ones you see in the theater from time to time, 
masterminding the stage general. The real ones are quieter, and 
those among them who were killed in World War II, and are be- 
ginning to get killed in this one, were the least aggressive of all 
—in speech and manner. 

You think of fellows like Jack Singer and Johnny Cashman, 
two INS correspondents killed in the last war... when you read 
about Ray Richards. I menti6n their names ahead of about three 
dozen other correspondents killed in. World War II because they 
were out of our shop and I had a chance to know them better. 

I doubt if Singer had ever been in a fight in his life. I never 
heard him say an unkind word about anyone as long as I knew 
him. He was a young man, but draft-proof, for there was some- 
thing wrong with both feet. Yet, he was one of the first to go off, 
wrote one of the war’s greatest stories (his flight in a Navy tor- 
pedo plane that sank a Jap carrier) and then was killed when the 
Japs retaliated a few days later by sinking the Wasp. 

Johnny Cashman was a lot like him in manner. He lost an 
arm early in the war, as a seaman, hooked on in civilian life as a 
sportswriter with INS, and demanded a chance to go back. He 
was killed in a bomber crash off Okinawa. 

Then, of course, there was Ernie Pyle, an almost saintly man 
in his gentility, who moved from front to front, with a wan grin 
and word of reassurance that was a tremendous stimulant to fight- 
ing men. Kindly little Ernie fought the infantryman’s war, with 
all its despair and abandonment and narrowed outlook. And took 
the infantryman’s death ... on a little island that wasn’t even on 


his map. 


The Great Price Jack Frankish, of UP, was of that shape 
and temperament, too, and so many of 
the others—from the papers and radio networks. By and large, 
they were as far removed from the militaristic manner as it is pos- 
sible to get. But, though they were never under any compulsion 
to approach danger, there they were. And it cost them all they had. 
But before they died, and in spite of censorship and the often 
enormous problem of communications, they gave devoted service to 
the American people \who—reading them—remained the most en- 
lightened people of all. 
So did the unsung correspondents who survived wounds, who 
explored corners and phases of the war where light had never 
shone before, and those who escaped for free. 

But it is the dead ones which concern us today. And I can’t 
think of an exception to the rule.. 
they would be some of the gentlest, finest, intelligent men you 
could meet. They were intrinsically men of peace and good-will, 
wandering voluntarily through the hell of war and trying—until 
grossly done in—to explain that least explainable human endeavor.

How. Does Senator McCarthy Eat? 


Aside from voting according to his conscience, the primary normal duty of an average citizen 
toward his government is to pay his taxes. In this connection we read with great interest a report 
from Milwaukee by Edwin R. Bayley, a Milwaukee Journal reporter, about the Wisconsin income 
tax records of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy. The fervid Senator hasyt paid any income taxes to the 
state which he represents in the United States Senate for the last four years, although his income’ 


for that period, Mr. Bayley reports, was $66,938. 

We have no intention of questioning the Sen- 
ator’s returns, for which he no doubt has the best 
of explanations. We do ‘think, however, that is 
is pertinent to point out certain unusual cir- 
cumstances about them. These are the kind of 
circumstances which would ba most useful if one 
were inclined to follow the Senator’s own pat- 
tern of condemnation by suggestion. 


Here is what we mean by that: In yesterday’s 
Courier-Journal, Senator McCarthy was reported 
as having made some new accusations against 
the State Department. One of the direct quota- 
tions follows: 


“Highly placed Red counsellors in the 
State Department are far more deadly than 
the Red machine-gunners at Suwon (in 
Korea). Those Red counsellors, by blending 
treachery into policy, can enslave entire 
nations, while the Red machine-gunners at 
the most. can kill only hundreds or 


thousands. 


This sounds as if Senator McCarthy is saying 
there are Red counsellors in the State Depart- 
ment. But no, that cannot be—he has failed on 
every specific count for months to name one. 
He must, therefore, be making the self-evident 
statement (with which no one can disagree) that 
it would be a terrible thing for the nation if 
Communists had infiltrated into policy-making 
State Department offices. But the seed of poison 
thought is planted. 

Let us look at the next of his direct quota- 
tions: 

“If unity is to be produced by coddling and 
protecting saboteurs and Communists, then the 
cost is far, far too high.” 

He does not say, we observe, that unity is to 
be produced under such circumstances. But no 
one else has intimated any such wild design, and 
the seed of suggestion had just been planted by 
the Senator himself, 

“We need not worry about having the Ameri- 
can people unified behind any sensible anti- 
Cémmunist program. The American people were 
united against international Communism long 
before the President decided to act against Com- 
munism on the military front. 

“In fact, it was only the unity of the Ameri- 
can people that finally forced the Mgesident to 
disregard the advice of that group of Commu- 
nists, fellow travelers, dupes and traitors in our 
State Department—that group who make Ben- 
edict Arnold look like a piker.” P 

Here Senator McCarthy is trying to implant 
two fallacious points. The first is that President 
Truman somehow should have declared a shoot- 
ing war on the Communists long ago. That, of 
course, is a manifest absurdity. In the first place, 
the President can’t declare war, and Congress 
would not have been so reckless as to launch 
what the world certainly would have considered 
aggression. The second specious point which the 
Senator deviously suggests is that the non- 
existent traitorous power clique in the State De- 
partment tried to persuade President Truman not 
to intervene in Korea when the Communists in- 
vaded the South. The truth, as everybody who 
can read ought to know by now, is that Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson immediately and solidly 
backed the move to support South Korea in 
military action. 

We cite this technique of Senator McCarthy’s 
to show that it is possible, without even a shred

of evitience, to make it appear that evidence has 
been presented. Now, we would like to return to 
his Wisconsin state income tax returns. They are 
a matter of public record, under the laws of that 
state. But because they do not fully explain the 
returns, and Senator McCarthy himself has de- 
clined thus far to do so, we stipulate initially, 
that it is all too easy to draw unfair inferences 
from them. 

For 1949, Senator McCarthy reported an iIn- 
come of $17,120. He claimed a deduction of 
$15,172.54 for interest payments, and—purely by 
coincidence, no doubt—$2,290 for stock market 
losses. This comes out just $342 more than his 
income—so there was nothing to tax. 

If he paid that much interest, he must have 
borrowed some $375,000, figuring 4 percent in- 
terest. But there was nothing in the return to 
show what the interest was. When the Senator 
belatedly supplied a breakdown of payments, it 
showed most of the sum went to Appleton State 
Bank, which refuses to discuss it without the 
Senator’s written authorization, which he refuses 
to provide. 

It is interesting to consider the McCarthy in- 
come in 1948. That was $28,947, of which $12,500 


* was his salary as Senator and $10,000 was from 


the now-bankrupt Lustron Corporation for 
furnishing a promotion booklet. 


But that year Senator McCarthy reported 
he lost $25,881 in the stock market, and 
paid interest of $3,090; there was nothing 
to tax. It was the same in 1947; he earned 
$13,945, but lost $15,046. Likewise, in 1946, 
he made $7,334 but lost $8,080. 


Some obvious questions arise, of which the 
simplest is this: How does Senator McCarthy eat? 
Another might be: Why does he persist in trying 
to beat the stock market after he has demon- 
strated he can’t? And a third might inquire how 
in the world, in the face of a four-year record 
of continued losses in the face of unparalleled 
national prosperity, does he continue to command 
such a credit rating that anybody will lend him 
$375,000 on which to make interest payments? 


The circumstances, as we have said, are ine 
teresting.

BOSTON, July 12—Home economists make very good wives and are good marriage 
risks, Dr. Marie Dye, Dean of the School of Home Economics, Michigan State College and 
President of the American Home Economics Association, said so herself. 


At a press meeting just before 
she officially opened the asso- 
ciation, Dr. Dye reported a 
recent study among all types of 
college women showed the di- 
vorce rate among home eco- 
nomics trained women to be 
very much lower than among 
any other group.

Budget Shields Cupid

The battle usually begins the day after the honeymoon 


when the newlyweds go on their 
the neighborhood grocery, and dollar si 
the place of stars in their eyes. ) 


The bride’s first .week of 
menus—the steaks, shrimp and 
roast beef, become just the 
whimsies of a childish imagi- 
nation when the pri¢e tags flash 
before her eyes. And even the 
national debt seems a matter 
of pennies when the groom digs 
into his pocket to pay the bill, 

After that things get steadi- 
ly worse, with gas, lights, tele- 
phone, rent, food and clothes 
bills tempting the newlyweds 
to wholesale robbery, bank~= 
ruptcy or a quick return. to 
mother’s apron strings, where 
the living was easy. 

Money, while always a dif- 
ficult subject, can easily be the 
constant source of irritation 
that lights the path to Reno, or 
it can be the basis of a mutual 
trust and understanding that 
cements a happy marriage in the 
cold stuff of practicality. 


The solution, of course, is in 
the budget. 


Future happiness lies in de- 
vising a plan suited to the in- 
dividual couple and its needs 
and desires, a plan which is per- 
sonal and unique and which, 
while providing for immediate 
needs reflects the couple’s whole 
sense of values. 

Ideally a_ tentative budget 
should be madé out and agreed 
to by both couples at least a 
month before marriage. . 


When making out such a 
budget the engaged pair should 
first agree as to what they con- 
sider the bare necessities of life, 
and whether or not they can 
afford these necessities. If not, 
the marriage should be post- 
poned. If only the bare neces- 
sities can be afforded, the cou- 
ple should decide whether or 
not they are willing to make 
the mutual sacrifices entailed 
in “living on a shoestring.” 


Also, if one party is thrifty, 
and the other extravagant, an 
understanding should be 
reached long before marriage, 
and both parties should decide 
finally and honestly whether 
he or she not only is willing to 
compromiss with the other, 
but whether or not such per- 
sonality differences can be 
compromised. 


Too often these problems are 
wrestled with after marriage. 
When they come up, however, 
they should be settled once and 
for all. Compromises should be 
made. The budget should be set 
up, stuck by, and kept always 
a matter of strictest confidence 
not to be discussed with in- 
laws unless a mutual agreement 
is made before hand. If fi- 
nancial help is offered to either 
party by parents, both members 
of the couple should agree as 
to whether or not it will be ac- 
cepted, how acceptance will af- 
fect the marriage, and whether 
the parents who offer the money 
consider they are buying them- 
selves a voice in the marriage. 

One night a week should be 
set aside for discussing this 
budget and for evaluating and 
revising it if necessary. On 
this night, also, all bills should, 
be cussed, discussed and 
promptly forgotten. 

When planning their budget, 
the couple should realize that, 
like people, no two budgets 
should ever be the same.

It’s midsection muscle tone 
we're after, and the émphasis 
is on fitness. The chief func- 
tion of the middle muscles (the 
ones involved in the spread) is 
not to keep you streamlined, but 
to hold the internal organs in 
proper position. It’s not an 
easy job—nature, gravity 


our entire mode of living make 
it tough. 

Take our very structure. The 
internal organs—liver, stomach 
and the rest of the digestive 
tract—completely fill the ab- 
dominal cavity, and each or- 
gan is attached to the posterior 
body wall by soft folds of mem- 
brane. Now in the lower forms 
of vertebrate animals, the 
trunk is in a hortizontal posi- 
tion and the organs lie normally 
in place. But in erect posture 
(more or less) the weight of the 
organs and the force of gravity 
pull them downward, length- 
wise of the cavity. 

Since there is no bony sup- 
port in the front of the ab- 
domen, the vital organs are held 
in place by the muscles which 
form the abdominal wall. Only 
when properly toned can these 
muscles hold the organs in 
normal position. If they are 
soft and flabby, the organs will 
sag and pull heavily on their 
attachments, stretching them 
and crowding other organs. The 
pull on vessels and nerves 
causes nervous irritation, and 
the crowding of the organs puts 
you down in the dumps, physi- 
cally and mentally. 

Unforunately, these muscles 
which must be kept toned if we 
are to feel fine, get the least 
amount of exercise in daily ac- 
tivity. Corrective exercise is 
the answer. But as exercise is 
being taken to restore tone to 
the muscles, it is vitally im- 
portant to encourage the organs 
to resume their nomal position 
—as in the following: 

Position: Lie on back, knees 
bent, feet on floor, rms down 
at sides. 

Movement: Raise hips off the 
floor and fling arms back over- 
head. Lower to starting posi- 
tion. Repeat four times—relax. 
After taking this exercise for 
a week, bring the side-front 
muscles into the action by add- 
ing a strong in-pull of the ab- 
dominal wall after the hips are 
raised from the floor. 

And another . 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
feet elevated on chair seat, knees 
straight, arms down at sides. 

Movement: Pull up and in 
with the lower abdominal mus- 
cles, press small of back flat 
against floor, and flex one knee 
to chest, stretching arms back 
on floor. Relax and repeat with 
other leg. Stretching the arms 
back with each knee flexion 
gives a definite uplift through 
the midsection. Continue for 
12 counts, later 25. Do the ex- 
ercise slowly and concentrate on 
pulling up and in with the mid- 
dle muscles.

The eight of hearts was 
opened, and declarer went up 
with the ace. It was quite evi- 
dent that West had made a bluff 
bid and he felt there was no 
good reason for risking the 
finesse. He then played the king 
and queen of trumps and when 
they refused to clear, he played 
the ace and king of clubs. East 
ruffed and cashed the king of 
hearts. 

While it was very probable 
that declarer’s line of play would 
succeed, and to be sure he was 
the victim of a very unfortunate 
break of the cards, nevertheless, 
he had only himself to blame 
for the failure. There was a 
surer way to make the hand. 
While it was obvious that West 
had nothing, nevertheless, there 
was a strong likelihood that he 
had length in clubs for his 
psychic bid and that the suit 
would, therefore, not break 4-2 
which the declarer had hoped 
for. 

The safe method to play the 
hand is to take the first heart 
and lead immediately to the 
ace of diamonds. Dummy should 
be entered with a trump and 
the king of diamonds is cashed, 
declarer shedding a heart. A 
diamond is ruffed in the closed 
hand and then the heart is 
played. Nothing can prevent the 
declarer from ruffing the losing 
heart and the little diamond in 
his own hand and then the en¢ire 
dummy is good. 

In other words, the proper 
play was to establish the dum- 
my rather than the closed hand. 
There appears to be a strange 
psychological objection to such 
procedure in many quarters. I 
am quite persuaded that had the

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 12—There is a certain St. Bernard 
air about the sight of Hugh Frank Casey walking his generous 
physique from the bull pen, across left field, through shortfield and 
onto the pitcher’s mound in the name of the Atlanta Crackers. 
Casey does not come equipped with cask of brandy, but the big 
man has a tiptoe gait. He walks as if treading on fresh eggs— 
has brought comfort to many a suffering pitcher and customer. 

Ever since he made his major league landing in Brooklyn in 
1939, Casey has lived on the misery of other pitchers. Such is 
the stuff of which relief pitching is made, and though there had 
been Firpo Marberry of Washington, Wilcy Moore and Johnny 
Murphy of the Yankees, and Mace Brown of Pittsburgh, before 
him, the Buckhead Dodger brought further honor to the unique 
profession. 

There was a time in the infant stage of this Seuthern Asso- 
ciation season when the Casey position with the Crackers was 
being stormed from barbershop, attorney's office and sidewalk. 
Casey, then, was finding the Southern blazes as treacherous as 
a forest fire. He was taking his lumps as a fireman, and the 
case-hardened Atlantans who will put up only with superiority 
grew cynical.

Bill Bradley, the old Cleveland 
third baseman, was another graceful performer, Hal Chase was 
by all odds the most graceful first baseman of all time. No one 
else could make hard plays look easier or simplier. 


Among the pitchers, Walter Johnson and Dizzy Dean were two 
of the best to watch for ease and lack of effort. Joe Gordon has 
unusual grace around second base. 

But Nap Lajoie deserves the all-around award. He was as light 
on his feet as a star dancer and whether in the field or at bat, the 
big Frenchman was something to watch.
